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“The purpose of this article is br iefly to set me 
the principles and methods of business upon which

Suecess in anything is always simple and failure 
is always difficult. Any man w ho fails, always makes 
trouble enough for himself and everyone else for a 
dozen successes. And the principles of success are 
few and simple. Just as all the moral and civil law of

And the 
pilot answered: “I know the channel.” 

In business it is the same; the man who suc- 
ceeds “knows the channel.” No man ever made a suc- 

cess by merely knowing what not to do. He is the 
yokel who sits around the corner grocery and reforms 
the nation. Suecess comes from knowing what to do, 
and doing it. And, as has already been said the funda- 
mental principles of success are few in number. For 
the purposes of this article it is sufficient to mention 
the three which lie at the foundation of any success- 
ful enterprise, They are these:

5. Good management. 

In this article we shall briefly explain how these 
principles have been observed in the organization and
